THE HAPPIEST ROAD 


rT, HE happiest road tc contentment is that one paved with a love of

beauty. This rich earth is the property of all. No one can house, or 
own, a sunset, a snowstorm, an ocean, a range of mountains, or the great 
blue sky. 
When all forms cf wealth have passed away, still we may have cur 
love and appreciation for that which is forever our very own—the good 
earth itself. 
Few human beings have so loved this earth as did John Muir. 
He 
lived among tho California mountains and roamed the glaciers of Alaska 
until he loved them as his own. In writing to a friend he had this to 
Say: 
“I have spent every Sabbath for the last two months in the spirit 
world, screaming among the peaks and outside meadows like a negro 
Methodist in revival time, and every intervening clump of week-days in 
trying to fix down and assimilate my shapeless harvests of revealed glory 
into the spirit and into the common earth of my existence; and I am 
rich, rich beyond measure, net in rectangular blocks of sifted knowledge 
cr in thin sheets cf beauty hung picture-like about ‘the walls of mem­ 
ory,’ but in unselected atmospheres of terrestrial glory diffused evenly 
throughout my whole substance." 
There is a serenity about a long roam through the mountains, or a 
great forest, that nothing can explain, or replace. Each tree is a friend. 
Every touch cf the foot to the earth an echo of beauty. Every sound a 
whisper from Heaven. How happy every bird and beast in wild nature, 
and how cruel to disturb either. 
Nothing in all tho richest of the palaces cf man’s material gain, can 
ior a moment compare to the rich path of moss and fallen needles of pine 
that the forest affords.

The selection came as the biggest 
surprise in the way of Ministerial 
appointm ents since Prime M inister 
Stanley Baldwin 
appointed W in­ 
ston Churchill Chancellor of 
the 
Exchequer in the Conservative Gov­ 
ernm ent of 1924 and 1929. 
Almost 
every other 
front-rank 
r.am e in British politics had been 
suggested for the im portant post, 
including 
Churchill, 
Sir 
Samuel 
Hoare, former 
Foreign Secretary; 
Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, 
and Alfred 
Duff 
Cooper. Secretary of War. 
Seldom in the limelight, the 60- 
year-old In,skip once had an am bi­ 
tion to be a missionary. 
He is a 
quiet figure both at Hie bar and in 
the House of Commons. 
Nothing 
apparently is able to ruffle his calm 
n.a liner. 
It will be his duty as Defense Co­ 
ol dinating M inister to synchronize 
.activities of the navy, war and air 
services. 
In a recent speech on sanctions, 
Sir Thom as said: “We have passed 


from the days of the nineteenth 
century jingo. 
Let us be careful 
lest we put in his place the inter­ 
national jingo the m an who has 
denied us men, ships and money 
which would assuredly be necessary 
if we were to become quite so w ar­ 
like as some of our Socialist and 
pacifist friends.’’

The Pennsylvania Motor Code makes it compulsory that all motor vehicles 
lye inspected as to condition of brakes, lights and equipment which affect 
the safety of motor traffic. There are two inspection periods in each year. 
Motor vehicles not equipped with “approved” stickers are barred from the 
highways in the three month intervals between the inspection jienods. 
Owners of uninspected vehicles are subject to a fine of $10 and costs or 
five days in jail, in default. 
Certain garages have been designated by the 
state to inspect cars according to the law—go to one today and have your 
car inspected—get your sticker.
